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George Washington University, since its founding, has been 
hindered in its development by the lack of financial support and 
proper facilities. The fathers of our University struggled under 
inadequate equipment and advantages, enduring disheartening 
difficulties, which should endear them forever in our hearts. Our 
institution has now passed through a century of struggle, and is 
now taking its place in collegedom as a first-class university 
in scholastic, athletic and student activity standards. 

It seems only just that since we have evaded these drawbacks 
and have made the school what it is today, we should begin to 
realize the fruits of their labors. Taking into consideration the 
rapid growth of George Washington in the past few years, this 
campaign for better equipment appears as an opportune step in 
our advancement. We need buildings adequate for our increased 
enrollment, a campus, a gymnasium, laboratories, assembly halls 
and an endowment fund. 

We are especially fortunate in having for our President a man 
who is both broadminded and progressive. He has been associated 
with our University long enough to realize our needs and aspira- 
tions. He is endeavoring to fulfill our long-felt hopes in the waging 
of a campaign for facilities and endowment, but he is meeting with 
opposition. There are some members of our faculty and Board of 
Trustees who are content to let our George Washington struggle 
on as it has for the past century and who are satisfied with the 
difficult progress we are making 

On an issue of as grave import as this students have little \oice. 
The advisability of taking such a step rests wholly with the heads 
of our institution, and we may almost consider it a challenge to 
them to decide whether they wish to make this a better University 
or leave it hindered for proper facilities. However, the least we 
students can do to voice our approval in the matter is to keep up 
the fight in school activities and uphold the scholastic standards 
which have been set for us.

Why Is Iron Magnetic 


A horse-shoe magnet attracts a steei needle. But why? 

i We don’t know exactly. We do know that electricity and mag- 
netism are related. 

In dynamos and motors we apply eiectro-magnetic effects. All our 
power-stations, lighting systems, electric traction and motor drives, 
even the ignition systems of our automobiles, depend upon these 
magnetic effects which we use and do not understand. 

Perhaps >f we understood them we could utilize them much more 
efficiently. Perhaps we could discover combinations of metals more 
magnetic than iron. 

The Research Laboratories of the General Electric Company investi- 
gate magnetism by trying to find out more about electrons and their 
arrangement in atoms. 

X-rays have shown that each iron atom consists of electrons grouped 
around a central nucleus— like planets around an infinitesimal sun. 
X-rays enable us to some extent ti sec into the atom and may at last 
reveal to us what makes for magnetism. 

This is research in pure science, and nothing else. Only thus can real 
progress be made. 

Studies of this kind are constantly resulting in minor improvements. 
But some day a discovery may be made which will enable a metallur- 
gist to work out the formula for a magnetic alloy which has not yet been 
cast, but which will surely have the properties required. Such a result 
would be an achievement with tremendous possibilities. It would 
improve all electric generators, motors, and magnetic devices. 

In the meantime the continual improvement in electrical machinery 
proceeds, in lesser steps. These summed up, constitute the phenom- 
enal progress experienced in the electrical art during the past twenty- 
five years.

Aim by Adopting Froth Regulation* 
With Nullifying Reeervatlon. 

Freshmen of Q. W. Hved up to their 
reputation of absolute disregard for 
Sophomore rules when they passed a 
resolution which Is hailed as a defiance 
of the mandates ct the Class of 1124 
for the conduct of the yearlings at the 
Freshman organisation meeting No- 
vember 22.
